‘Bodger’ Horseman, of all 
people, wasted a splendid 
chance when delaying his effort 
from little more than six yards 
and Macrae forced a fine save 
out of goalkeeper Steve Waller 
who enjoyed a fine game. 

But he did make one impor- 
tant error which, was enough to 
give Wycombe a 14th minute 
lead. Horseman sent Macrae 
away down the left. The young 
striker crossed with his left foot 
into the goalmouth and to his 
astonishment saw the ball arc 
over Waller's outstretched arms 
into the far corner of the net — 
an extraordinary and unlikely 
goal. 

Wanderers lost a little of their 
early sparkle but still dominated 
the game territorially with Paul 
Birdseye and the recovered Ray 
Eaton making strong advances 
upfield. The reward for this 
pressure came in the 39th minute
